his checklist is issued in conjunction with the Book 

Club’s Fall publication of Ruth Teiser’s Lawton Ken- 

nedy, Printer. A checklist with much fuller entries was 

planned as part of the book. The checklist proved to be 

much more work than originally anticipated and was 
not ready in time for the book’s publication. The checklist as 
issued here is much briefer and only the author, title and im- 
print (place: publisher, date) are given. 

The checklist is based on the Kennedy Press holdings in the 
Donohue Rare Book Room, Richard A. Gleeson Library, Uni- 
versity of San Francisco. Dr. R. S. Speck collected and donated 
to the Gleeson the bulk of its Kennedy holdings, to which has 
been recently added the acquisition of nineteen boxes of Ken- 
nedy material. 

Another important source of information came from a pre- 
liminary unpublished checklist prepared by Mr. & Mrs. Ralph 
Hansen covering books issued up to 1973. The Hansens worked 
directly with Lawton Kennedy and used Lawton’s own press 
file copies. Because of Lawton’s direct participation in this 
earlier checklist several items have been included here which 
have not been seen by me or which are otherwise unidentifiable 
as Kennedy imprints. These are indicated by: [Hansen]. 

MATERIAL NOT INCLUDED 
It was decided not to include books for which Lawton only pro- 
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vided presswork as was the case for a number of Nash, Colt 
Press and Windsor Press imprints. Pamphlets have generally 
not been included which eliminated a number of keepsakes for 
the Roxburghe Club of San Francisco and Roxburghe-Zamo- 
rano joint meetings. No ephemera are listed, even Book Club of 
California keepsakes. Museum exhibition catalogues have been 
almost entirely excluded. I have not listed a series of facsimile 
reprints of English chapbooks done in the 1960’s and 70’s for 
the Richard Abel Co. of Portland, Oregon, nor the several pub- 
lications done for the Vedanta Society of Northern California. 
No booksellers catalogues are listed even though Lawton 
printed several catalogues for John Howell—Books including 
Catalogue 32 which was issued case bound as well as in wrap- 
pers. Lawton Kennedy printed periodicals for a wide range of 
groups but these contributions are too numerous to list. Some 
of the periodicals he printed were: Arzzonzana, Bancroftiana, the 
Book Club of California Quarterly News-Letter, Bulletin of the 
Chinese Historical Society of America, the California Historical 
Society Quarterly, the Gleeson Library Associates Vewstletter later 
renamed The Record, the Pacific Historian and the San Francisco 
Quarterly. | 
All books are case bound unless otherwise indicated. Items in 
wrappers are indicated by wre at the end of the entry. Some 
items were issued case bound and in wrappers but this is not 
always indicated here. For the sake of clarity some punctuation 
has been silently added to a number of title statements. It must 
be emphasized that this is a preliminary list. Additions to it are 
solicited and a second list of corrections and additions will be 

published.

Gifts & Acquisitions 


From Robert J. Chandler, Historical Officer of Wells Fargo Bank, we are 
delighted to have received two copies of a fascinating pamphlet, San Fran- 
cisco 1878: Eadweard Muybridge’s Portrait of the City. This 1987 revision of a 
1979 booklet was produced by Mr. Chandler and reprints all 13 of the 
original glass plates, nine of which were reproduced as spectacular nine- 
foot-high enlargements mounted on the walls of the Wells Fargo Bank pent- 
house. It was a popular period for panoramas of San Francisco. Carlton E. 
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Watkins, whose photographs of Yosemite Valley and other California land- 
scapes were well known, produced a panorama from the roof of the Leland 
Stanford home on Nob Hill in 1876. In 1877, both Thomas C. Russell 
and Eadweard Muybridge published their panoramas, the latter from the 
roof of the Mark Hopkins home, adjacent to, but higher than, the Stanford 
roof. ‘Then, in 1878, Muybridge produced the present panorama from the 
same location. The text is lively and interesting and includes a biographical 
sketch of the photographer. A close examination of the very sharp photo- 
graphs reveals details of the 1878 city of San Francisco which have a charm 
and depth no longer available in the contemporary panorama to be viewed 
by a visitor from the top of Nob Hill. We appreciate this addition to the 
Club’s collections.

The Club has acquired an item of uncommon interest, a book of poetry 
titled Into the Light, written by the Club’s first president, Edward Robeson 
Taylor, for publisher D. P. Elder and Morgan Shepard, San Francisco, 
1902. It was printed (naturally) by the Stanley-Taylor Company, but was 
designed by an unknown artist in the flamboyant Art Nouveau manner 
popular at the turn of the century, and decorated throughout in two colors 
(the limp cover is printed in four colors!). Our copy is a Library of Congress 
duplicate and bears a stamp, ‘““Iwo copies received Sept 17 1901” (the 
copyright was 1901, although the title-page is dated 1902). AS 


We have received a copy of Landscape Alphabet, being ‘‘Designs in Inventive 
Lettering (with) Swirling Seas, Weeping Willows, Ruins, Bridges and 
Animals” all ingeniously designed to form letters of the alphabet. This is a 
complete facsimile of the only known complete copy (1830-31?) reproduced 
in the actual size of the original, 64 pages, by Hurtwood Press, Ltd., 1987. 
The introduction is by Michael Twyman, the foremost authority in England 
on historical lithography. Besides the charm of these creative alphabetical 
pictorials, the prime reason for having this unique book in our collection is 
that the lithographs were made by Charles Hullmandel, whose basic how- 
to-do-it book on lithography we own— The Art of Drawing on Stone, the first 
edition, 1824, which was the most important treatise on lithography pub- 
lished in the first half of the nineteenth century, as well as the most elaborate 
book on the subject. Landscape Alphabets is an important addition to our 
collection on early lithography and it will be housed with that collection.

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Our English contributor, Toni Savage, has sent his latest Phoenix Broad- 
sides—now up to numbers 316-321, plus a Chapbook written by Chris 
Challis with a drawing by Robert Tilling R.I. Ours is number 75 of an 
edition of 120, signed by the author and Toni Savage. The broadsides in- 
clude two written by Americans (!)— Paul Humphrey and C. D. Stevens— 
several with hand-colored engravings, and the one by Stevens is almost a 
painting. We are always happy when a packet arrives from Toni. His 
continuing series of broadsheets and the occasional pamphlet are always 
exciting examples from a true private press. A.S. 


Again, through the kind and good offices of Norman F. Tanis, Director of 
the California State University Library at Northridge and executive editor 
of its Santa Susana Press, we have received another extraordinary example 
of the work of this press. ‘This true paragon is a ““book”’ titled Type-faces: A 
Photographic Study of Ward Ritchie. It is an outstanding production—one that 
must be seen, as mere words cannot do it justice. It consists of a portfolio of 
loose pages, nineteen in all, mounted in two-ply printed board with actual 
photographs—twelve excellent photo-studies by Amanda Blanco of Ward 
at play and at work caught at various times and places with friends. ‘The 
whole production is wonderfully conceived, as it should be, having been 
designed and printed and boxed with a clever cut-out and embossed design, 
all by Joseph D’Ambrosio, who hand-delivered it to the Club for our col- 
lection. Our copy is number 42 of an edition of only 65!—and it is signed 
by all contributors. We are thankful to all who have had a loving hand in 
this tribute to Ward Ritchie, who, by the way, has been a Club member and 
regular printing contributor to the Club since 1934! We must add that 
Lawrence Clark Powell, Ward’s oldest friend and a Club member, con- 
tributed a perfect foreword to this notable photo collection. A.S. 


From member Lawrence W. Jordan, Jr., the Club has received a Lewis 
Osborne book we lacked . . . Notes on My Fourneying in California’s Northern 
Mountains, by John Muir. The original essay, according to Mr. Jordan, first 
appeared in Picturesque California, an illustrated weekly published by the 
J. Dewing Company in April and May of 1894 whose west coast office was 
in the Flood Building in San Francisco. Mr. Jordan has contributed a 
learned introduction, notes, names mentioned by Muir and a further half- 
page on the illustrations that appeared with the first printing. Thomas Hill 
contributed at least two of the illustrations, all of which are very well 
printed. Lewis Osborne published this work at his last home in Laurel Hill, 
Ashland, Oregon and it was printed for him by the Inland Press in Ashland, 
1974. Our copy is No. 140 of 700 copies. Our sincere thanks to Mr. Jordan 
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for this timely gift—as we are currently planning a shelf in our library for 
member/authors’ works. A.S. 


The Club has acquired an important new book on printing types and their 
designers. Letters of Credit, a review of type design, by Walter ‘Tracy, who has 
had some fifty years of professional experience on both sides of the Atlantic, 
including thirty years with the British Linotype Company, where he was 
head of type design for that company. He discusses the revolution over the 
past two decades that has eliminated a five-hundred-year-old system of hot 
metal production and replaced it with photo-generated and computer- 
drawn composition. He traces the steps, making an argument that letter 
forms themselves, whether used in film or hot metal composition, are always 
in a process of evolution; whether they are 16th c. or 20th c. But the forms 
that comprise our alphabet are subject to the same rules of good taste, 
proportion and clarity. Unfortunately, what we face today is vastly different 
from fifty years ago. ‘Tracy’s book is an historical record of type and type 
design and designers—a provocative book in any research printing library.

Reviews 
Grain Fields to Green Fields by Franklin Beard. (Modesto, CA [3508 Wyecliffe 
Dr., 95355], 1987). 303pp- $37.59. 
This sturdily bound and extra-illustrated folio is the second volume of a 


trilogy planned by its compiler, Club member Franklin Beard, to preserve 
the rich history of his old stompin’ grounds, eastern Stanislaus county. The 
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focus is on Waterford, nee Bakersville (ca. 1857), where James Monohan first 
squatted to spear salmon with a pitchfork for hungry prospectors en route 
to the Mother Lode gold camps. Included also are Waterford’s trans— 
Tuolumne River suburb, Hickman, and such satellites (mostly ghost towns, 
now) as Roberts Ferry, Claribel, Paulsell and Montpellier. 

This is grassroots history, with a proper emphasis on oral history. Mr. 
Beard made over 200 interviews of descendants of pioneers. A great strength 
of the book is its 500 photographs, which do the work of the lithographs of 
its ancestral ““mugbooks” of the rgth century. So good is current printing 
and papermaking technology that even ordinary, amateurish—but his- 
torically valuable— Kodak snapshots reproduce quite well. 

The book’s weakness is its ad hoc, almost haphazard organization, com- 
pounded by the lack of a real index. It starts out abruptly with family 
sketches, and one does not encounter a general history of Waterford until 
page 195. But this is a minor annoyance in view of the enormous amount of 
valuable material assembled by the compiler for collectors and students of 
California local history. 

Much of the text concerns pioneer families, per se, but there is also inter- 
esting data on bridges and ferries; the mighty S.P. and modest Sierra 
Railroads; irrigation canals gouged out by Fresno Scrapers towed by mules; 
schools, post offices, the Waterford Library, the Grange; even ranchers’ 
coyote hunts and the fossils and bedrock mortars found along Dry Creek. 
Best of all, the book documents the years when 20-mule team harvesters 
patrolled a county that was almost one gigantic grain field during Cali- 
fornia’s amazing wheat (and barley) bonanza. RicHARD DILLON 


A Portrait of Lady Hester Stanhope by Alexander William Kinglake. Marl- 
borough, Wilshire, England: Libanus Press, 1987. 300 copies. 32pp. Out 
of print. 


Recently Tom Griffith, one of the owners of the Libanus Press in Marl- 
borough, Wilshire, England, visited the Club (among other libraries and 
printers here) and told us of a relatively unknown series of miniature wood 
engravings made by Robert Gibbings which were originally commissioned 
in 1939 for the Kynoch Press Diary. Some of these were used in the Diary in 
1940. The Kynoch Press is (or was) a commercial printing firm specializing 
in finely printed editions for publishers. In 1948, the engravings were again 
used for Kynoch’s type specimen book as illustrations for Kinglake’s Eothen. 
The blocks remained with the press until its closure. Now at long last, these 
engravings have found their proper home in the Libanus Press edition of 
A Portrait of Lady Hester Stanhope from William Kinglake’s Eothen, copy 
number 84 of which we have received from the press for review. All of the 
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engravings are printed from the original wood engravings, except for three, 
which were lost. These three were photo-engraved from artist’s proofs. This 
is a very charming production and should be of great interest to any col- 
lector of Robert Gibbings. The de luxe edition is out of print, but copies 
number 51 to 300 are for sale at £28. ALBERT SPERISEN 


The Washoe Club. By Dave Basso. Sparks, Nevada: Falcon Hill Press (Box 
1431, 89432-1431). 4opp. $99. 


The publisher of Idah Strobridge’s In Miners’ Mirage-land has researched 
old files of the Territorial Enterprise to produce this interesting little study of a 
luxurious social club for Virginia City’s early elite, a sort of Bohemian Club 
in the sagebrush. Members included Mackay, Fair, Jones, Stewart, Bliss, 
Daggett and Yerington. 

Unfortunately, few collectors of Nevadiana will have a chance to add this 
volume to their bookshelves since, for some reason (its ““deluxe hand bind- 
ing’’?), it is issued in an absurdly limited edition of just 23 copies, steeply 
priced at almost $100 each. | 

The design of this small book is better—less self-consciously flamboyant— 
than its predecessors, but the press still has a way to go. While the dust- 
jacket is quite handsome and the decorated endpapers and half-title page 
tolerable, the title-page is too “‘busy” and the frontispiece downright awful. 
The brief text is not just extra-illustrated, it is over-illustrated with antique 
cuts garishly touched up with a whole paletteful of bright colors—red, rose, 
blue, purple, yellow and lavender. If we could only lock the chromatically- 
dazzled publisher up for a couple of hours with a good collection of Peter 
Pauper Press books, surely, by biblio-osmosis, some of Peter Beilenson’s 
restraint and taste in the design of books of small format would be absorbed 
and would benefit this interesting Nevada publisher. RicHARD DILLON 


Serendipity 
Our new automated system permits some analysis of Club statistics that 
would have been difficult heretofore. Recently, an examination of the 
geographical distribution of ‘The Book Club of California’s members was 
made, and reveals some interesting information. Because of its name, a 
majority of its members are, as might be expected, residents of the state. The 
percentage of Californians is, indeed, only slightly less than three-quarters, 
standing at 773 out of a total of 1005, as of September 1988. While those 
living elsewhere are far less numerous, to many, their number will seem 
surprisingly large. Of the other states, New York leads with 38 members, 
followed by ‘Texas and Arizona with 14 each. Forty-four of the 50 states are 
represented—nine with but a single member—as well as a number of 
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foreign lands. The latter include England, Scotland, Ireland, Australia and 
closer to home, Canada and Mexico. The six states absent from the member- 
ship roll are Maine, Vermont, Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota and Alaska. 

Within California, too, the membership is widely scattered. Of the cities, 
San Francisco leads with some 318 members; Los Angeles is second with 42, 
followed closely by Berkeley with 31; then come San Rafael 16, Palo Alto 
15, Sacramento 12 and Santa Barbara ro. 

A further indication of the place the Club has come to occupy in the 
cultural life of the state and nation is the number of libraries that have taken 
out membership. As of today, they total close to 150, among them many of 
the country’s leading municipal and university collections, as well as such 
foreign institutions as the National Libraries of Scotland and Australia; the 
Bodleian at Oxford, England; the British Library, London; and the Kun- 
galiga Bibliotek of Stockholm, Sweden. 

Members will perhaps be gratified to learn that the Club and its produc- 
tions are known and appreciated at places far removed from its home state.

Announcing the opening of the Printing Museum of 
Northern California, under the auspices of Printing
